Russinn .Delegate Starts a
Fight Over Japanese

Boundary Ideas

OKKOA, May 16. Further ap-

peals probably will bo mado to tlio
Vnlted States by tho allied power
tn an endeavor to Induce that coun-

try to take part In the meeting of
the commission ot exports at Tho
Hague June IB. The Inviting pow-

ers, England, Japan, Franco, Italy
and Holglum, held a mee.lng this
afternoon to consider tho matter
further.

The Trench delegates are anxious
to have tho closing plenary session
of Lie t nferenco Thursday, but this
Is c nulilered Impossible as thero Is
no disposlHon to hurry tho Husslnns
In making their final reply regard-In- s

The Hague conference and It
feems likely that the closing session
will not be held before i'.Uurday or
Monday. Tomorrow morning tho
Russians will with the
subcommlsslon on political affairs to
discuss plans for The Hague.

Sidestep Problem;,
The Inviting powers decided that

the eastern Qatlclan and Lithuanian
boundary questions would not ho
considered at this time. Mr. Lloyd
Oeorgo declared that theso two ques-
tions were a great source of danger
to Kurope: one could not say
whether thero might bo troublo this
jear or next but the questions must
be treated eventually although, It
was Inadvisable to press considerat-
ion now as there was tho prob-
ability of a truce. He hoped the
Lithuanian question, which hd
been rcfercd to tho league of na-
tions would bo taken In hand by
that body.

Hungary and Bulgaria were per-
mitted to present petitions for bettor
treatment of minorities. Bulgaria
was not permitted to submit a state-
ment pleading for n port on tho
Aegean sea, as It was held that this

as a question for consideration by
the signatories of tho treaty of
Keullly.

The powers decided to have the
eonferenceymako nn urgent appeal to
Kurope to support tho
campaign. A proposal to mako tho
Red Cross tho official machinery
for dealing with famine and

was deemed not a proper
matter for tho conference to con-ild- er

and was referred to tho league
of nations.

M. Tchltcherin's clash with Vis-
count Ishll this morning attracted
much attention, and thero Is some
speculation as to whether It will bo
continued when tho samo subcom-mlsslo- n

reassembles with tho Hus-(tan- s
tomorrow. Tchltcherln issued

a statement setting forth his side of
the controversy, which was pro-
voked by his declaration that Rus-
sia never would permit tho far
eastern republic to bo converted in-
to a Japancso colony and that Itus-!- a

would protect It and all other
allied republics against foreign at-
tack. Tho discussion opened with
the question of interpreting what
"the present boundaries" means in
the proposed agreement for Tho
Hague meeting, In which tho pow-
ers agree to preservo tho existing
status quo. M. Tchltcherln said
that tho proposed agreement re-
ferred only to Russia, but ho wished
It understood that it was implied
that a undertaking
must bo extended to tho far eastern
republic and other allied republics.

After Viscount Ishll had declared
that only states Invited to Genoa
could participate in tha conference
and that Japan was forced tn keep
troops In Siberia to protect herself

Kalnst massacres, such ns hitd oc-
curred at NIkolalcysk, Tchltcherln
charged that the troops at Nlkol-Srcy- sl

had violated thn nrmistlco
and provoked the clash which ro- -
uuea in many deaths on both sides,

OKLAHOMA CITY, May 16.

Miss Opal ltexroat cf Ardmore,
wealthy heiress, has been located
In Chicago after a search slnco
her disappearance January 1, led
by her father, U. T. Rexroat,
woalthy oil operator of Sulphur
and Ardmore, according to re-
ports received by her friends hero
today. Buck Garrett, former gher-rl- ff

of Carter county, left hero
today for Chicago to bring tho
girl back, It was reported.

The father has declared his
daughter was kidnaped and mar-
ried by Ludlo Kinney in nn effort
to gnln possession of her proper-
ty. Ho filed a petition In dis-
trict court ot Carter countv last
month to enjoin J, J. Kinney
from Interfering with he uffalrd
of tho girl's estate. Ho chargod
in tho petition that J. J. Kinney
formed a conspiracy with Ludlo
Kinney, his brother, Jack Cozby
nnd Charley Bryan, all of Sulphur,
whereby young Kinney was to

ASKS FOR MERGER

OF RAIL UNIONS

Stone Says Labor Should
Have Own Banks and

Vote as a Unit

HOUSTON. May 16. Warren K.
Stone, grand chief engineer of the
Brotherhood of I.ocomotlvo Engi
neers In his speech before conven-
tion ot tho International Brother-
hood of Locomotive Firemen nnd
Englnmcn this afternoon pointed out
tho advantages of tho proposed
amalgamation ot tho two brother-
hoods, advocated concerted political
action on tho part of tho working
people, the establishment of co-

operative banks by unions and con-
sumers

Tho formal proposal ot amalgam
ation was not made today by Mr.
Stone and the commission from tho
engineers' brotherhood. It probably
will bo mado tomorrow to tho con
vention following a conferenco be-

tween the engineers' commlttco nnd
a si!clal committee from tho con
vention In sewilon.

"Both organizations are affected
by tho .mo conditions." Mr. Stone
snld In referring to tho proposed
merger. "Tho situation confronting
both brotherhoods at the present
timo is tho determination of tho big
Interests to cripple them. Through
control rtf newspapers tho interests
that manipulato Industries havo suc-
ceeded In misrepresenting railroad
men and their alms to the public."

"One of tho alniB of this propa
ganda," Mr. Stone said. "Is to fill
tho public mind with tho Idea tha
tho railroad man Is being paid enor
mous wages. This is not true. Tne
railroad man's wage will not com-par- o

favorably with tho wage paid
worklngmon In other occupations,
such as tho building trades."

TAX VALUATIONS AltE RAISED

Initialization Hoard Hikes Assess,
incut Agalnttt .Magnolia Company.

OKLAHOMA CITY, May 16. The
valuation of property of the Mag
nolia rctroleum company was
raised today by tho state board of
equalization to J7.263.000, or nn in-

crease for new assessment Of
the Oklahoma, New Mexico and
$200,000.

Valuation upon tho property of
tho Oklahomn, New Mexico and
Pacific railroad was raised from
$363,000 to $600,000 by the board
Tho increnso was accepted by "the
railway company.

This action was taken when
George F. Short, attorney-genera- l,

suggested tho 1600.000 figure for
1922 assessment, with tho warning
that tho matter would not be closed
until further Investigation had been
made, If tho railroad men should

to nccept that amount.
Omitting property to tho amount

of $87,000 In warehouse material
was ndded to tho rolls In Carter
county. This property had been held
In storago for about thrco years
without being taxed, officials
claimed.
